Tom as Estrada Palma, president elect 
of the Cuban republic, who arrived OB 
the steam er Admiral Farragut, Sunday, 
w as greeted 
with great 
enthusiasm . 
Gibara’s population of 6000 was 
aug­ 
m ented by as m any more who cam* 
from all parts of the Island, from Ha­ 
vana to Santiago, to pay hom age to s 
man they love. 
W hen the steam er anchored in GI- 
bara harbor a salute of 21 guns greeted 
General Palm a. 
H is face brightened 
at the scene before him. How different 
was his return to Cuba. 
H e left lo 
chain** and came bauk w ith his path 
literally strew n w ith roses. 
The har­ 
bor was a kalaidescope of color and 
anim ation. 
From every flag pole flew 
the Cuba libre and stars and stripes 
Old friends who had known General 
Palm a in the ten years’ war and had 
shared w ith him the hardships and suf 
ferings of many cam paigns came on 
board and embraced him. Many were lo 
tears. 
The vessel was soon crowded 
w ith members of com m ittees represent 
lng different cities, who cam e out in 
steam ers and launches which were dec 
orated from stem to stern, from the 
m asts to the water line. 
After a quar 
ter of an hour of informal talk, Gen­ 
eral Palm a and his party were taken 
ashore in a launch. 
It was when he 
put his foot on the pier that the pent 
up enthusiasm of his com patriots broke 
forth in earnest. 
There were rounds 
of cheers by the natives as they crowd­ 
ed around their president elect which 
could have been heard clear across the 
bay. 
Mayor Cespedes 
spoke 
a 
few 
words of welcome and then proposed 
“three cheers for the first president ol 
the Cuban republic.” 
They were given 
with a will. 
W ith the village band playing, the 
Cuban hym n, a procession was formed 
to the main street, whence the presi­ 
dent elect and party and com m ittees 
were drawn in carriages by a score ol 
stalw art Cubans to the city hall. 
E v­ 
ery place of vantage along the route 
was filled. 
Men. women and children 
crowded and pushed to embrace and 
shake the hands of the veteran. Even 
Spaniards joined in the welcom e. 
The 
procession, headed by a detachm ent ol 
the Tenth United States cavalry, com ­ 
manded by Lieut. Hart, w as made up 
of local civic societies and children and 
wom en, paraded with the Palm a party 
to the city hall and then lined up on 
either side to allow bis carriage to 
pass.

armed with sm all bouquets which they 
threw into the carriage. 
General Palma sat with bared head, 
bow ing in response to the cheers.
